Elihu Root Speaks 
It Is three decades since President McKinley 
called Elihu Root from a great law practice lo take 
over the war departm ent and 
straighten out the 
tangles of Hie Spanish-American war. 
Mr. Root’s 
Influence was immeasurable in those days when 
America was starting on a policy of imperialism. 
As successor to John Hay, Mr. Root entered the 
sta te departm ent under the Roosevelt administra­ 
tion. 
Later, he was an advisor to President Taft 
and was called Into couference frequently by Presi­ 
dent Wilson during tho World war. 
When President 
Coolidge reopened negotiations over entrance into 
the World Court, Mr. Hoot, far on In years, was sent 
to Ceueva to smooth the differences that the Amer­ 
ican reservations would create. 
This distinguished and venerable diplomat, now 
an octogenarian, has a vast background of knowl­ 
edge on the subject of war and international rela­ 
tions. 
Therefore, a statem ent which he m ade in 
New York, October l l , on the occasion of a dinner 
in honor of Premier MacDonald is significant. 
In connection with his belief that many of the old 
obstacles to peaceful settlem ents of differences be­ 
tw een nations have been removed, Mr. Root said, 
“ Camion fodder is learning how to control diplo­ 
macy.” 
That is something for the people to think about— 
•ii classes of them. 
The “superior” people are for­ 
ever in a fret lest Hie plain people, the “cannon fod­ 
der,” will substitute emotionalism for intelligence. 
They think th at m atters of state should be in the
